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Navy  ASW  Director  Assesses 
Soviet  Submarine  Strength 

The  Soviet  Union  is  building  from  five  to  10  nuclear 
submarines  a year  and  will  probably  have  an  undersea 
firing  capability  similar  to  that  of  the  U.  S.  Navy’s 
Polaris  missile  before  long,  according  to  VAdm.  Charles 
B.  Martell,  director  of  Navy’s  anti-submarine  warfare 
(ASW)  program. 

He  said  the  Russians  have  around  400  submarines 
and  about  10  percent  of  these  are  nuclear  powered. 

Adm.  Martell  said  the  United  States  is  consider- 
ably ahead  of  the  Soviet  Union  in  ASW  technology,  but 
the  U.  S.  cannot  be  sure  when  its  ASW  capability  will 
be  challenged.  The  capabilities  of  opposing  subma- 
rines must  be  expected  to  improve  as  further  techno- 
logical advances  are  achieved,  he  said. 

Russia  has  embarked  on  an  aggressive  submarine 
building  program,  he  said,  but  has  not  pursued  an 
aggressive  campaign  concerning  fleet  disposition  of  the 
submarine. 

Russian  submarines  are  not  patroling  the  South 
China  Sea  off  the  coast  of  Vietnam,  Adm.  Martell  said, 
and  they  do  not  patrol  United  States  coasts.  They  are 
not  deployed,  for  instance,  around  missile  firing  instal- 
lations such  as  Cape  Kennedy. 

Concerning  U.  S.  readiness,  the  ASW  budget  through 
FY65-67  has  been  around  $3  billion  a year. 

Local  Guerrilla  Training  Poses 
Problem  For  VC  Leaders  In  Field 

The  Viet  Cong’s  real  strength  remains  with  its  lead- 
ership described  by  informed  sources  as  still  well- 
trained  and  dedicated. 

But  there  are  indications  the  VC  have  a training  prob- 
lem in  local  guerrilla  units,  with  new  recruits  bringing 
most  bands  up  to  100  percent  strength. 

VC  mainline  units  and  North  Vietnamese  force  levels 
are  estimated  to  be  between  70  to  80  percent. 

The  so-called  VC  strategic  mobility  concept  really 
means  “preparing  the  battlefield,”  laboriously  digging 
fortifications,  setting  up  gun  positions,  etc.,  to  achieve 
the  guerrilla’s  desire  to  have  things  his  own  way  be- 
fore battle.  Allied  spoiling  operations  are  denying  the 
VC  this  opportunity,  preempting  his  valuable  time, 
accoi’ding  to  informed  sources.

OCD  said  “studies  show  that  most  home  basements 
offer  a significant  amount  of  fallout  shelter.” 


Information  obtained  from  the  survey  will  be  proc- 
essed through  Bureau  of  Census  computers  with  results 
being  sent  to  householders  along  with  suggestions  on 
how  to  increase  the  protection  in  basement  areas,  if 
necessary.

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Army  REP  Training  Set 
For  January  Acceleration 

Active  duty  training  for  about  150,000  Reserve  En- 
listment Program  (REP)  enlistees  from  Army  National 
Guard  and  Army  Reserve  units  is  planned  during 
January  through  June  1967. 

Army  will  place  some  37,000  REP  enlistees  in 
training  centers  during  January.  This  is  expected  to 
reduce  by  July  the  number  of  personnel  awaiting  train- 
ing to  about  15,000-20,000,  as  compared  to  133,000  in 
June  1966. 

The  backlog  of  untrained  REP  personnel  currently 
totals  about  120,000. 

Acceleration  of  the  REP  training  is  permitted  by 
lowering  draft  calls  and  reducing  active  Army  training 
requirements  during  the  last  half  FY67. 

President  Praises  Vietnam  Veterans 

Before  lighting  the  nation’s  Christmas  tree,  President 
Johnson  told  a group  of  Vietnam  war  veterans  that 
each  exercised  the  highest  form  of  citizenship  that  any 
citizen  can  perform. 

“You  have  all  defended  freedom  in  a great  hour  of 
need,”  the  President  told  veterans  in  the  East  Room 
of  the  White  House.  “You  bear  the  scars  of  that  sac- 
rifice as  an  emblem  of  devotion  to  your  country.” 

At  the  tree  lighting,  President  Johnson  noted  that 
the  tide  of  battle  has  turned  in  Vietnam. 

“No  one  can  say  just  how  long  that  war  will  last,” 
the  President  said,  “But  we  can  say  that  aggression  has 
been  blunted,  and  that  peace,  with  honor,  will  surely 
follow.” 

Noting  that  the  months  ahead  will  not  be  easy  ones, 
President  Johnson  said:  “They  will  require  great  sac- 
rifice, patience,  understanding  and  tolerance  from  each 
of  us.” 

U.S.  Calls  for  Vietnam  Economy  Study 

The  White  House  has  announced  that,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  United  States  and  Republic  of  Vietnam,  “it  is 
time  now  to  prepare  for  the  problems  and  opportunities 
of  peace.” 

The  move  is  in  response  to  a request  from  Prime 
Minister  Ky,  with  the  two  governments  sponsoring  a 
joint  planning  effort  on  the  long-run  development  of 
the  Vietnamese  economy. 

With  the  concurrence  of  the  Vietnamese,  the  United 
States  has  asked  David  Lilienthal  to  lead  a non-govern- 
mental U.S.  study  and  planning  team  which  will  report 
to  the  two  governments. 

The  team  will  operate  under  contract  to  the  Agency 
for  International  Development.

Army  Selection  Boards 
To  Consider  Reserves 

Army  will  convene  selection  boards  March  7 and 
April  4 to  mandatorily  consider  reserve  component  offi- 
cers for  promotion  to  colonel  and  lieutenant  colonel. 

The  March  board  will  consider  eligible  National 
Guard  and  Reserve  lieutenant  colonels  on  the  Army 
Promotion  List  and  Chaplain  lieutenant  colonels,  both 
on  active  duty  and  not  on  active  duty.  It  will  also  con- 
sider eligible  Women’s  Army  Corps  majors,  both  active 
and  non-active  duty,  for  lieutenant  colonel  promotion. 

April’s  board  will  consider  eligible  ARNG  and  USAR 
Army  Medical  Service  lieutenant  colonels,  both  active 
and  non-active  duty  and  eligible  Medical  Specialist 
Corps  and  Army  Nurse  Corps  majors,  both  active  and 
non-active  duty. 

Zones  of  consideration  for  both  boards  require  service 
computed  through  May  31,  1968  as  defined  in  para  9, 
AR  135—155.  Service  requirements  for  consideration  for 
promotion  to  colonel  are  seven  years  time-in-grade  and 
19  years  total  commissioned  service. 

Consideration  for  promotion  to  lieutenant  colonel  is 
seven  years  in  grade  and  17  years  total  commissioned 
service. 
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Sec.  Resor  Bestows 
Medal  of  Honor 
On  Army  Officer 

The  Medal  of  Honor  was  presented 
to  Army  1st  Lt.  Walter  J.  Marm  Jr., 
by  Army  Secretary  Stanley  R.  Resor 
on  behalf  of  the  President  at  the  Pen- 
tagon on  Dec.  19. 

Lt.  Marm  was  cited  for  action  in 
Vietnam  against  a hostile  force  in 
the  la  Drang  Valley  vicinity,  Nov. 
14,  1965.  He  was  a 1st  Cavalry  Divi- 
sion (Airmobile)  platoon  leader  and 
a second  lieutenant  at  the  time. 

After  killing  four  of  the  enemy, 
the  lieutenant  deliberately  exposed 
himself  to  heavy  enemy  fire  to  locate 
a hidden  machine  gun.  He  then 
moved  more  than  30  yards  across 
open  ground  to  single-handedly  wipe 
out  the  position  despite  severe  head 
and  neck  wounds  suffered  in  the  en- 
gagement. 

Lt.  Marm’s  actions  are  officially 
credited  with  breaking  the  enemy  as- 
sault. 

DOD  Handicap  Program  Cited 
By  President's  Committee 

DOD  efforts  to  increase  employ- 
ment opportunities  for  disabled  per- 
sons through  on-the-job  workshop 
training  have  been  commended  by  the 
President’s  Committee  on  Employ- 
ment of  the  Handicapped.

Army  30-Year  Men  Affected 
By  Assignment  Policy  Change 

Enlisted  Army  personnel  with  30 
years  or  more  active  service  now 
face  the  prospect  of  receiving  an 
overseas  assignment  because  of  a 
policy  change. 

The  change  affects  Army’s  practice 
of  stabilizing  those  with  27  years 
or  more  by  assigning  them  within 
CONUS  or  to  their  area  of  residence. 
This  helps  individuals  adjust  to  re- 
tirement when  they  reach  the  30- 
year  mark. 

Army  will  now  stabilize  through 
the  28-30-year  period,  but  will  make 
these  individuals  eligible  for  over- 
seas assignment  if  they  do  not  re- 
tire upon  completing  30  years. 

This  action  results  from  some  re- 
maining on  active  duty  beyond  30 
years,  which  in  effect  stabilizes  them 
for  extended  periods.  Army  says  this 
is  unfair  to  others  in  the  same  MOS 
and  grade,  who  may  serve  more  than 
their  fair  share  of  duty  in  short  tour 
areas  as  a result. 


Service  Ration  Allowance 
Increases  13  Cents  Jan.  1 

The  commuted  and  leave  rations’ 
food  allowance  for  enlisted  personnel 
will  be  increased  from  $1.17  to  $1.30 
daily  beginning  Jan.  1. 

The  13-cent  daily  increase  was  ap- 
proved by  Defense  Secretary  Robert 
S.  McNamara  and  applies  to  service 
personnel  worldwide. 

Commuted  rations  are  paid  to  those 
authorized  to  eat  off  base,  or  at 
home,  instead  of  in  military  dining 
halls. 

Leave  rations  are  paid  to  all  per- 
sonnel on  furlough. 

22  U.S.  Scientists 
To  Study  Antarctic 

Twenty-two  scientists  of  the  En- 
vironmental Science  Services  Admin- 
istration will  participate  in  the  1967 
U.S.  Antarctic  Research  Program. 

The  scientists  will  conduct  experi- 
ments and  research  into  various  as- 
pects of  the  Antarctic  envirnoment. 

Fifteen  of  the  scientists  will  spend 
the  winter  in  Antarctic,  remaining 
until  around  December  1967.  The 
other  seven  scientists  will  conduct  re- 
search during  the  Antarctic  summer 
and  probably  return  next  March. 

The  scientists  will  be  stationed  at 
the  Byrd,  South  Pole  and  Plateau 
Stations  and  on  the  USNS  Eltanin, 
a research  vessel. 

Satellites  Can  Measure  Snowfall 
Assist  In  Forecast  of  Floods 

Information  obtained  from  Tiros 
and  Essa  satellite  pictures  shows 
that  measurement  of  snowfall  may  be 
feasible  and  aid  flood  forecasting. 

A study  by  the  Weather  Bureau’s 
Office  of  Hydrology  showed  that  one 
inch  or  more  of  continuous  snow 
cover  could  be  reliably  identified  from 
satellite  pictures. 

The  Office  of  Hydrology  is  consid- 
ering additional  studies  of  satellite 
snow  mapping  with  satellite  cameras 
to  obtain  greater  detail. 
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
